Mystery Writer 
Turned Detective 

One day in December, 1893, 
a number of people in London 


went around with black bands — 


tied to their hats. They were 
mou the death of someone 
who never lived! 

At the end “of a story in the 
‘Strand Magazine’ a detective 
called Sherlock Holmes had 
been pushed over a precipice in 
Switzerland by the arch-crim- 
inal Professor Moriarty. The 


“character of Holmes was so or-’ 


iginal and endearing that read- 
ers’ felt they had lost a real 
friend. . 

Meanwhile*Dr. Arthur Conan 
Doyle, the creator of Holmes, 
was in Switzerland, faced with a 
real tragedy. His wife Louise 
was gravely ill with TB. Doc- 
tors gave her only a few months 
to live, but the sunshine and 
good air of Davos might. pro- 
long her life for a time. 

In fact, she lived some years; 
Doyle had a house built in the 
healthy district of Hindhead. 

May 22nd was the hundredth 
anniversary of Conan Doyle's 
birth. The Holmes stories were. 
only a small part of his writing, 


and writing was far from’ the — 


whole of his life. ; 
An Irishman by descent, he 
studied medicine at Edinburgh 
University. Before’ qualifying h 
took a vacation job as surgeon 
on a whaler-in the Arctic. 
In 1882, he began practice on 
his own in Southsea. Over six 
feet tall, he weighed 210 pounds 
without any superfluous flesh. 
He loved all sports. He was a 
cricketer of nearly first-class 
standard, a boxer, a player of 
both soccer and rugby football. 
And he found time to read vor- 
aciously on many subjects and 
\to write a number of articles 
/ and short stories, He‘once enter- 
_ ed for a literary competition in 
Tit-Bits — but did not win. 
’ In 1887 he published a short 
novel called “A Study In Scar- 
let.” It was not very good and 
attracted little attention, but it 
was memorable for the first ap- 
of Sherlock Holmes 
and Dr. Watson. 
In the next few years Doyle 
was mainly engaged in preparing 
and writing works which he val- 
ued more highly than the 
Holmes stories — two historical 
novels called “Micah Clarke” 
and “The White Company.” 
But a few quickly written 
short stories about Sherlock 
. Holmes, when they appeared in 
the ‘Strand,’ were so praised by 
readers that the editor begged 
for another six. ; 
Doyle was a little tired of 
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BIGGEST CATCH — The big one 
that someday won't get away 
will never loom so large in the 
eyes of Randy Roberts. His first 
catch is a little three-inch pike. 
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Holmes already. He decided to 
ask $250 for each story, sure that 
the editor would say the fee 
was impossible. But the terms 
were agreed by return of post! 

Doyle soon gave up medicine. 
Apart from his writing there was 
travel and political activity. He 
stood twice, unsuccessfully, for 
Parliament. He made a triumph- 
ant lecture tour of America, he 
went to the Sudan as a war 
correspondent. 

In the Boer War he served as 
a civilian doctor, working hers- 
ically in terrible conditions. Re- 
turning, he wrote a powerful 
defence of British policy in South 
Africa, and soon afterwards he 


“was knighted. 


But the years that followed 


were not altogether happy for 


Conan Doyle. There was the 
worry about ‘his wife’s health; 
and he was torn between his 
loyalty to her and his love for 
a younger woman, Jean Leckie. 
This attachment remained pla- 
tonic while his wife lived; but in 
1907 he and Jean were married. 

Outwa@illly his life had been 
successful. He was probably the 
best-selling British writer of his 
time. 

In 1901 - 02 the ‘Strand’ pub- 
lished as a serial “The Hound 
Ot The Baskervilles,” the best of 
the Sherlock Holmes long stor- 
ies. } 

Conan Doyle insisted that 
this book belonged to an earlier 
period than the last short story 
about Sherlock Holmes, in which 
the famous detective had been 
killed off by his author, who had 
grown thoroughly sick of him. 
“He is at the foot of the Reich- 
ehbach Falls and there.he stays,” 
he replied to inquiring readers. 

But at last he yielded to popu- 
lar demand, and to an offer of 
$5,000 a story from an American 
magazine, In the first of a new 
series of tales, the detective’s 
apparent death was cleverly ex- 
plained away. 2 

For another twenty-five yea 

Holmes and Watson continued 
to delight readers of two gen- 
erations. 
From his late forties onwards, 
Doy’e’s chief activities were out- 
side literature. In two great 
achievements the master of mys- 
tery fiction proved himself a 
real-life detective. He played 
the leading part in righting the 
wrongs done to George Edalji 
and Oscar Slater. 


Edalji was a Staffordshire 
solicitor of Indian Descent, who 
was sentenced in 1903 to seven 
years’ penal servitude for many 
acts of cattle-maiming. After 
three years he was released 
without explanation and without 
pardon. As a discharged convict 
under police supervision he 
could not practise his profession. 
A friend drew Conan Doyle's 
attention to the case. Examining 
the records, Doyle found shock- 
ing instances of irregularity in 
investigation, and 
incompetence on the part of the 
magistrate. For eight months, 
abandoning all other work and 
paying his own expenses, he de- 
voted himself to establishing 
the truth. 

He discovered five lines of in- 
quiry which the police had ne- 
glected. All pointed away from 
Edaljji and Doyle summarized 
them in a newspaper article 
which provided conclusive evi- 
dence against the real criminal. 
The authorities refused to prose- 
cute, but the Law Society re- 
stored Edalji to the roll of soli- 
citors.

In controlled experiments, 


conditions where milking ma- 
chines had been neglected were 
simulated, Although the lye so- 
lution was used at only one- 
quarter the usual strength, the 
milk showed an astonishingly 
low bacterial count after just 
‘two weeks. 

To he satisfied that the re- 
sults were representative of 
those on ordinary dairy farms, 
officials arranged to exchange 
the test unit with one belonging 
to a local milk producer who 
had been getting high bacterial 
counts. 

* * a 

They discovered that all 
parts of the farmer’s unit were 
dirty. It had been stored com- 
pletely assembled in a crock of 
cold water between milkings. 
Filling the teat-cup assemblies 
with 0.5 per cent lye solution 
between milkings had a dram- 
atic effect. Within three days 
the bacterial count had been 
brought down to a low level. 

& * * 

Dr. Johns points out that one 
drawback to the use of lye 
solution is that in hard water 
areas it tends to build up a 
deposit of mineral salts on sur- 
faces of the equipment. While 
it may not affect the bacteriai 
count of the milk, it is unsighly 
and undesirable.

In England, the National In- 
stitute for Research in Dairy- 
ing has introduced the use of a 
chelating agent such as Versene 
in a lye solution to prevent the 
deposition of calcium and’ other 
hard-water salts. 


The. same method was tried 


out at St. Mary’s Ont., and in 
consequence, one ‘distributor cf 
sanitation chemicals is prepar- 
ing to market a product in 
which the chelating agent is

Spy’s Best Pal 
Was a Poodle 


There’s one certain way of 
paying all expenses and neces- 
sary bribes in order to smuggle 
anyone through the Iron Curtain 
out of Czechoslévakia — and that 
is to smuggle in drugs. Chloro- 
form, streptomycin, penicillin — 
they are the contraband that 
really counts. With a phial of 
such stuff a man can buy any- 
thing he wants. 

That was the advice give by 
one “in the know” to Donald 
Campbell -Shaw when, in Jan., 
1950, he embarked on an amaz- 
ing cloak-and-dagger adventure 
to get his sister-in-law, her hus- 
band and their little daughter 
out of Prague, under the noses of 
the Communists, to freedom. 

How he pulled off his dramatic 
gamble against death — without 
indulging in any drug-smuggling 
& is thrillingly told by himself 
in “Pimpernel In Prague.” 

He did investigate the drugs

racket, however, and he discov- 
ered that the amount of chloro- 
mycetin he would have needed 
to cover every possible expense

“All over Bri- 
tain there are people who have 
been given this drug for pneu- 
monia in much more plentiful 
quantities without any charge 
whatever,” he says. “On re- 
covering most people throw 
away the surplus as dangerous 
to keep. Yet that surplus would 
buy three human lives!” 


Antibiotics are a currency in 
Communist countries, passed 
from hand to hand the way 
cigarettes were use on the black 
market in Europe at the end of 
the war. Eventually someone 
will buy them to give to a des- 
perately ill relative or friend. 


But by then, says the author, 
they are either stale or have 
been adulterated to increase the 
quantity. “I heard of some babies 
in a Czech clinic who were treat- 
ed with streptomycin ostensibly 
pure and obtained through the 
smuggling ring. The babies died 
in agony from the injection of 
what had been turned into a 
virulent poison by the racketeers 
in this foul business.” 

He adds that the authorities in 
Britain seem quite unaware of 
the vast traffic in N.H.S. drugs 
across the Iron Curtain through 
the mail —) naturalized Britons 
sending .s tablets and cap- 
sules to their relatives. “It is a 
strange thought that some peni- 
cillin prescribed for a sore throat 
in Manchester, and paid for by 
the British taxpayer, may. event- 
ually help in the recovery of a 
Communist politician in a satel- 
lite country... .” 

In his gripping book, the au- 
thor reveals smuggling and-spy- 
ing methods practised in Central 
Europe, in which dogs are used.

Yesterday Partner put in tomato 
plants and next week he w.ll 
likely put in a second sowing 
of everything. The shrubs we 
bought are doing fine. I am par- 
ticularly pleased with my “Per- 
sian Lilac”, Leaves much smaller 
than the. common lilac with 
flower spikes a lovely deep, rich 
mauve. We also put in a cherry 
tree and a harvest apple. But 
oh dear, what a long time it 
takes to get a tree established 
and really start growing. Trees 


‘ we put in last year seem hardly 


to have moved at all. But still in 
the long run we shall likely be 
farther ahead. than one of our 
neighbours and his wife.

got. They have the poor things 
planted inside of five minutes 
and in about two weeks they are 
dead, Last fall they moved six 
healthy evergreens from one 
side of the garden to the other.

Fight Was Short 
But Furious ! 


It- was a mistake to christen 
the Firpo baby Luis Angel, for 
he grew up to be anything but 
angelic — in the professional 
sense anyway. Luis became a 
boxer, and a very good one. 
But angelic? Even in his native 
Argentina, where they are not 
noted for’ angelic dispositions, 
Lujs became known as the “Wild 
Bult of the Pampas,” and this 
was a much better title. 


He was bull-like in nearly 
every serise: a giant of a man 
weighing 215 pounds, thick-neck- 
ed, with massive shoulders and 
forearms powerful enough to 
fell an ox. 


Though he had only a fleeting 
glimpse of world fame, Firpo 
is still remembered as the man 
who knocked Jack Dempsey out 
of the ring in a world heavy- 
weight title fight. It has to be 
added that if only he had not 
behaved so much like a wild 
bull he “would have become 
champion himself. 


His brief clutch at the title 
happened in September, 1923, 
after he had beaten Jess Wil- 
lard, a former champion. 


Dempsey had just been taken 
fifteen rounds by Tommy Gib- 
bons — the first time for five 
years any of his fights had gone 
the distance — and the question 
was whether he was slipping. 
The arrival of Figpo, hailed as 
champion of his country, gave 
promoter Tex 
chance to show whether Demp- 
sey was on the slide. : 


Firpo had tremendous 
strength and the ability to throw 
wicked right hooks and swings. 
If Dempsey, strong as he was, 
should get in the way of one 
of these blows he could very 
easily meet the same fate as 
Willard. 


Dempsey’s own strength, of 
course, was’ well known, but 
much was made of the ferocious- 
ness of the “Wild Bull” ,in the 
pre-fight publicity. Probably not 
even Rickard, its instigator, 
knew. what he was. stirring up. 

But he was perfectly satisfied 
when over 85,000 people poured 
into the stadium where the fight 
was to take place. The -takings 
reached one and a quarter mil- 
lion dollars. And in three min- 
utes, fifty-one seconds of actual 
fighting it was all over, The 
Wild Bull of the Pampas ha 
been thrown and tamed. :

Reporters counted no fewer 
than eleven knockdowns, though 
some were so short that the 
timekeeper was unable to begin 
counting. Dempsey himself went 
down twice; the first time was 
one of the most spectacular and 
most famous knock-downs that 
the sport has recorded. 

Just how seriously Dempsey 
took all the wild publicity stories 


judge, but ringsiders noticed 
that he seemed unusually nervy 
and excited during the prelim- 
inaries, 

Firpo had a weight advantage 
of about 25 pounds, which, allied 
to his great strength and quite 
a turn of speed, was enough to 
give even so tough a warrior as 
Dempsey something to think 
about. 


And the Argentinian certainly 
meant business. With almost the 
first blow of the fight, a terrific 
pile-driving right, he showed 
that the stories of his strength 
had not been exaggerated. 


But Dempsey was in superb 

condition and never flinched. In- 
deed, the blows his opponent 
landed only roused him to anger. 
The “Manassa Mauler,” famed 
for his scientific fighting, threw 
science to the winds and tore 
into his opponent. Firpo could 
not take punishment as. well as 
he could hand it out, and he 
sank to the floor. 
- He beat the count easily 
enough. But scarcely had the 
timekeeper ceased calling than 
he was down once more. Then 
again he was felled, and again. 
Twice he went to his knees, but 
regained a fighting posture, be- 
fore the count could begin. The 
end seemed near, and Dempsey, 
scorning defence, gave him no 
respite as he advanced throwing 
punches with both hands. 

Firpo had been down seven 
times in that first round before 
the real sensation happened. 
Dempsey, rushing in for the kill, 
made no effort to get out of the 
way of a tremendous right swing 
which his challenger aimed at 
his chin. 

The blow crashed home with 
sickening force. Dempsey, stop- 
ped in his tracks, overbalanced, 
and plunged straight through the 
ropes on to the Press table. Re- 
lentlessly, the timekeeper tolled 
off the seconds as the champion, 
dazed and hurt, pawed at the 
ropes in an effort to ‘pull himself 
back into the fight. 

Somehow, he got back, but he 
looked a pathetic sight, bleeding 
from a number of cuts, his arma 
hanging down and jaw unpro- 
tected. Firpo lunged in. One 
solid punch on that open jaw, 
and it would all be over. 

Firpo advanced on his help- 
less opponent. Blow after blow 
ripped into Dempsey’s body, and 
he sagged to his knees, but re- 
gained his, balance before the 
count could start. He could 
scarcely push out a glove in an 


‘ attempt to stop his opponent, 


and the question was whether 
he could survive till the end of 
the round. 

It Was here that the Wild Bull 
of the Pampas. lived up to his 
name — tragically so from his 
point of view. He punched away 
with almost maniacal frenzy at 
Dempsey’s body, a target which 
might have been a hunk of steel 
for all the effect the blows had. 
That unprotected chin, on which 
a chance blow had landed to 
causé so much damage, he left 
alone. This mistake cost Firpo 
the championship. 

Dempsey somehow managed 
to stay on his feet till the eid 
of the first round, and when he 
came out for the second ring- 
siders noticed the change in 
him. Now his eyes gleamed with 
determination to end the con- 
test. as quickly as possible. 

The finish was not long in 
coming. Dempsey landed quick- 
ly with two powerful left hooks. 
Then came a right uppercut, and 
another left to the body. Firpy 
went down, and no one expected 
him to: get up again. Yet at 
“five” he was on his feet once 
more, 

Now was seen the difference 
in the two men. A crushing left 
to the stomach had Firpo gasp- 
ing, and as he stepped back tne 
champion brought over a righ’ 
hook to the jaw. Firpo collapsed, 
motionless, and he did not re- 
gain his feet until the count was 
over. 

Dempsey collected half a mil- 
lion dollars for his four minutes’ 
work. Tex Rickard, the pro- 
moter, who had also done very 


nicely, declared that he was g0- | | 


ing to match the two men again 
as he considered the result “in- 
decisive.” 

But this time he had overdone 
the ballyhoo. No one believed 
him. Least of all Luis Angel 
Firpo

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divisions and built up areas, It 
is just as well for home-owners 
to find out what is permitted in 


their locality before putting up 
any kind of fence on their prop- 
erty. All districts don’t. follow 
the same pattern. Sometimes 
fence laws are written into an 
agreement between subdividers 
and purchasers. Sometimes not. 
One district had agreed that no 
fences should be allowed — that 
gardens and yards be left open 
like parkland. But apparently it 
was just “a gentleman’s agree- 
ment”. 


This was discovered when one 
property owner fenced his gar- 
den at the back with cedar posts 
and woven wire — to keep dogs, 
rabbits and children off his 
property.

the moment there is plenty of 
work to be done. 


How Can I? 


Q. How can I remedy some 
shallow scratches on my furni- 
‘ture? 

A. You can (remove shallow 
scratches or hairline cracks by 
softening the finish so it runs to- 
gether. Flow on some turpentine 
(for varnish) or denatured alco- 
hol (for shellac). Let this dry for 
48 hours, then rub smooth with 
rottenstone, clean, and wax. 


Q. How can I wash an electric - 


blanket? 

A. The best and safest way of 
doing this is to wash them by 
hand in detergents or soap, be- 
cause dry-cleaning fluids damage 
the insulating materials on the 
fine electric wires in the blanket. 


Q. How can I soften shoe polish 
that has dried and hardened in 
its container? 

A. Try adding a few drops of 
turpentine to the polish. 

Q. What is. an easy way of 
adding life to my window 
screens? 

A. Equal parts of spar varnish 
_and turpentine, well mixed, will 
give protection to the screens 
that'll often outlast paint. Apply 
this with a well-cleaned old 
blackboard eraser. é 

Q. How can I make a glass 
cement? 

A, Just melt some common 
alum in a glass spoon — and 
you'll have a very efficient ce- 
ment for mending glass, china, or 
metal objects. 

Q. How. can I tmprovise a 
“magnetic” hammer for driving 
carpet tacks? : 

A. Rub the striking face of 
your hammer over a cake of bar 
soap, and your tacks will cling 
to it as they do to the regular 
magnetic hammers. 

(. How can I eliminate some 
ant hills in my yard and garden? 

A. One good way is to place 
a flower pot over the ant hill, 
and then pour in. about @ tea- 
spoonful of carbon tetrachloride. 
The fumes from this liquid will 
sink to the ground and cut off 
the insects’ oxygen. 

Q. What is an easy way to re- 
wind the spring inside a window 
shade roller? -* 

A. Stick the flat end of the 
roller into a keyhole and give it 
a few turns. Then replace the 
roller on its window brackets. 


Q. How can I clean some solil- 
ed spots on my wallpaper? 

A. Dip a cloth into powdered 
borax, and rub this over the soil- 
ed areas., 

Q. How can I remove some 
mildew stains from books which 
have been stored away for some 
time? 

A, These stains can be removed 
(and prevented in the future) by 
sponging with some denatured 
alcohol and placing the books in 
the sunlight.

It’s gold leaf, the stuff that 
glistens from the great cross on 
the dome of St. Paul’s Cathedral 
and brightens the railings of 


‘Buckingham Palace. 


This mere film of. precious 
metal, hammered out until it is 
almost invisible and only one 
280,000th of an inch thick, is the 


. work of experts who are mem- 


bers of a never-changing craft. 
The gald-beaters of Britain 

who hammer the film of gold 

through sheets of skin are the 


finest in the world. One silvery | 


haired craftman who retired re- 
cently spent more than seventy 
years handling the precious 
metal and beating gold from 
large bars to little squares of 
tissue thickness. 

Pure gold leaf is practically 
unaffected by the atmosphere 
and every shower washes it more 
or less clean. 

Between the gold leaf that 
decorated the tomb of the Egyp- 
tian king, Tutankhamen and the 
leaf that is beaten to-day there 
are only minor differences. For 
economy, the gold leaf of to- 
day is beaten thinner and mod- 
ern craftsmen use steel hammers 
(some weighing 20 Ib.) for the 
beating instead of the bronze of 
the ancients. 


The delicacy required in manl- 


pulating the gold-beating ham- 
mers comes only after years of 
practice. A boy who starts to 
learn the craft at the age of 
fourteen will be twenty-six be- 
fore he can be trusted to beat 


properly.

Insecticides 
kill off useful insects along with 
the pests. But if the sex ex- 
tractant for one particular spe- 
cies can be isolated and syn- 
thesized, its males can be at- 
tracted, trapped, and killed 
without harming useful Insects.

The Fat & The Lean 


Tables of average heights and 
weights for children have been 
so overpromoted that many mo- 
thers spend their time jittering 
needlessly about whether a 
youngster as up to par. But 
doctors have never studied data 
on averages for people at the 
upper end of the life span. Last 
months br. Arthur M. Master 
presented the A.M.A. with re- 
vealing data on oldsters aged 
65 to 94. The tables were com- 
piled at  Manhattan’s. Mouni 
Sinai Hospital from information 
on 2,925 men and 2,694 women 
all over the U.S. 


In the 65-69 bracket, the 
tables showed men average 5 ft. 
8 in. tall, weigh 159 Ibs. Height 
remains. constant through ages 
85-89, but by then fhe average 
weight has dropped to 148 lbs. 
In the early 90's, men average 
an inch shorter and tip the 
scales at. a wispy 136 Ibs. Wom- 
en aged 65-69 average 5 ft. 3 in. 
tall and weigh 141 Ilbs.; those 
in the upper 80's are an inch 
shorter and weigh 120 Ibs. 


What does this mean for old- 
sters’ health? Purpose of the 
tables, said Dr. Master, is to 
show the tie-up between excess 
weight and diabetes, gall-blad- 
der trouble, and diseases of the 
heart, arteries and kidneys. Al-

Quackery Revived 


Elisha Perkins was reputed to 
be able to cure almost any kind 
of ailment with two small pieces 
of “magnetized” metal. A couple 
of centuries ago, his “magnetic 
tractors” allegedly drew diseases 
out of such celebrities as George 
Washington. He was discredited 
only when his magnetic tractors 
were discovered to be two pieces 
of painted wood. Since Elisha 


ism has made great strides, notes 
Dr. William H. Gordon in the 
medical magazine GP, Frequent- 
ly the quackery is keyed to news 
of medical progress. Use of 
radioactive isotopes in medicine, 
for example, inspired some Co- 
manche County, Texas. entrepre- 
neurs to sell packages of their 
local topsoil, which contained 
faint traces of uranium. Patients 
were supposed to sit with their 
feet in the topsoil for relief of 
rheumatism and.other ailments. 

Some of the products of char- 
latans have an ancient history. 
A turn-of the-century fashion in 
ample bosoms produced “Bust-O- 
Fill’; the curreat bosom-cons- 
cious fad has resulted in “Kurv- 
On,” “La Contour” and “Charm- 
On,” which, says the Food and 
Drug Administration, “have 
about the same effect on the de- 
velopment ‘or structure of the 
female breast as Smith Brothers 
cough drops.” The “magic detec- 
tor” of Dr. Albert Abrams, a 
roaring success in the 20's, pop- 
ped up again last year in San 
Fransisco, The detector enabled 
Dr. Abrams .to “tune in on the 
electric vibrations coming from 
a drop of blood and tell exactly 


suffering from.” 

Not all such examples are 
amusing. Use of the mails for 
medical quackery, according to 
Postmaster General Arthur Sum- 
merfield, is at an alltime high. 
Millions fall for quackery be- 
cause their own physicians’ ad-

What worries many of 
the 35 producers of plastic bags 
is that laws will be passed ban- 
ning the use of the bags. New 
York City now requires that 
warning labels be placed on plas- 
tic bags, and other restrictive 
legislation is pending in various 
states. 


Despite the deaths( most have 
been infants who smothered on 
plastic bags misused as crib mat- 
ress covers), cleaners across the 
country report that consumers 
overwhelmingly prefer plastic to 
paper for covering shirts and 
suits. After, the 27 members of 
the Knoxville, Tenn. Laundry 
and Dry Cleaners Association 
agreed publicly to discontinue 
plastic bags and shelve $100,000 
worth of bag-processing ¢quip- 
ment, they found that customers 
(by g 50-to-1 margin) demanded 
the bags.. 

What the plastics industry is 
after is a porous bag that 1) will 
not cling to the face,.2) will not 


- generate static electricity. Some 


manufacturers have, turned to 
making combination plastic and 
paper bags, while other key pro- 
ducers, such as National Distill- 
ers’ Kordite Corp., are return- 
ing to the heavier, more expen- 
sive plastic: they first used to 
make bags three years ago. They 
believe that heavier-guage bars 
are less dangerous because they

Time was when birds and 
bigger insects looked after 
smaller insects, such as grubs, 
flies and mosquitoes, and kept 
them more or less under con- 
trol. Then insecticides were in- 
vented as a means of mass 
slaughter and for awhile the in- 
sect population was considera- 
bly reduced. Gradually they 
built up)a resistance to poison 
sprays and managed to survive 
until devoured by the birds. Un- 
fortunately the birds also sut- 
fered -—- through eating pol- 
soned insects. It’s a vicious 
circle which ever way you look 
at it. Man, with the best in- 
tentions in the world, has upset 
nature’s balance and now he 
can’t find a way to restore it. 

Take rabbits, for instance. Do 
you know we are likely to have 
a superabundance of cotton- 
tails.this fall. Why? Simply on 
account of the widespread 
slaughter of foxes last year as 
a means of controlling the .ra 
bies epidemic. So . . fewer 
foxes, more rabbits. And as we 
certainly don’t want rabies to 
increase I guess we'll just have 
to put up with the rabbits. 
However, every few years there 
is a fatal disease among rabbits 
that keeps their population un- 
der control. 

Given a chance nature does a 
pretty good job of maintaining a 
balance. With human interven- 
tion you never know. 

I remember so well what hap- 
pened one year at Ginger Farm. 
A neighbour was pestered with 
starlings and crows in his corn- 
field. Finally he put out poison- 
ed bait — that is, corn soaked 
with a strychnine solution. It 
worked in more ways than one. 
Birds ate the poisoned corn and 
died. Our favourite barnyard cat 
ate a poisoned bird and died 
too. We found the poor dear al- 
ong the line fence, heading for 
home and her family of kit- 
tens, 

Very often much the same 
fate awaits domestic cats and 
dogs who persist in rifling 
neighbourhood garbage cans. 
The only way to prevent a dog 
forming this objectionable habit 
is to keep him at home. Even a 
well-fed dog loves to hunt away 
from his own backyard. I re- 
member one farm dog near the 


* edge of a small town who came 


home one day with half a 
cooked ham! His mistress never 
did find out where that ham 
came from. At another house @ 
visiting puppy found’ the “frig” 
door open and made oif with 
the remains of a roast of beef. 

Cats — that is, properly fed 
cats, are more easily controlled. 
For years we fed our cats bread 
and milk and ‘table scraps. On 
that dict it took a lot of train- 
ing to keep them from steal- 
ing. But we have finally solved 
the problem.

Testing lf 
local and 18 foreign branda 
the Swedish Institute for Peo 
ple‘s Health found that king- 
sized cigarettes give the smoke1 
more tars and nicotine UW 
smoked to the same stub as 4 
regular, much less than a regu- 
lar if smoked only for 1% 
inches, the usual length of a 
smoke for regulars. Convinced 
that the trouble comes in the 
last few puffs, the tobacce 
monopoly took ads to warn, 
“Don't get too close,” printed 
two thin rings on its king sizes 
at 1% inches to show where 
the cigarette should be stubbed 
out. But Swedish smokers cyni- 
cally saw the campaign as a 
means of selling more cigarettes, 
puffed right on past the new 
warning rings.

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Rode Crocodile 
Like a Bronco . 


The famous explorer wanted 
to find out exactly how poison 
left a snake’s fangs. So he de- 
cided on a daring experiment. 

He found a snake, an eight- 
footer, in the jungle, seized it 
by the neck so tightly that it 
couldn't bite him, held a piece 
of stick against the tip of its 
fangs and watched, fascinated, 
as the deadly venom oozed out, 
as he described it, “thick and 
yellow like chamomile tea.” 

Even to-day large areas of 
tropical South America are little 
known to the white man, and 150 


- years ago only the coastal fring- 


es had- been explored. That ex- 
plorer -- Charles Waterton — 
was one of the fitst white men 
to penetrate into the heart of 
the steaming South American 
jungle. 

From his earliest years natural 
history had been an absorbing 
passion, and his one armbition 
was to be able to explore some 
little-known part of the world in 
order to: find out something 
about its animal and plant life. 

In 1812 he achieved his am- 
bition, when he set sail for Brit- 
ish Guiana at the age of thirty. 
Not for eleven years was he to 


enormous distances and penetrat- 
ed deeply into the inhospitable 
interior of the vast and at that 
time little-known continent. 
For three years after his re- 
turn he worked on the notes he 
had made during his long ab- 


.wence, finally producing in 18626 


one of the first classics of nat- 
ural history exploration, “Wan- 
derings In Séuth America.” 

Waterton was gifted with great 
eourage and a cool nerve. He 
was, too, a shrewd observer of 
the ways of wild creatures. How 
true were his observations’ on 
how to avoid danger in a land 
teeming with dangerous animals! 

“Time. and experience,” he 
wrote “have convinced me that 
there is not much danger in rov- 
ing amongst snakes and wild 
beasts provided only that you 
have self-command. You must 
never approach them abruptly! 
Wf so, you are sure to pay for 
your rashness, because the idea 
ef self-defence 1s predominant in 
every animal, and thus the 
snake, always ready to defend 
himself from what he considers 
an attack upon him, makes the 
intruder feel the deadly effect 
ef his poisonous fangs. 

“The jaguar flies at you and 
knocks you senseless with a 
stroke of his paw, whereas, if 
you had not come upon him too 
suddenly, it is ten to one but that 
he had retired in lieu of disput- 
ing the path with you.” 

During his long stay in South 
America, Waterton experienced 
many adventures, none more 
remarkable than the capture of 
a full grown caiman, or croco- 
dile, with his bare hands. His 
native servants had caught a 
specimen nearly eleven feet long 
on a large meat-baited hook on 
the end of a long. rope. The 
crocodile was ferociously angry 
and the terrified natives wanted 
to kill it. But Waterton was anx- 
ious to take it alive. 

He walked up and down the 
sand for some time, wondering 
how this could be done. Finally, 
he hit upon a plan. Taking the 
mast out of a canoe he wrapped 
a sail round one end of it. “It ap- 
peared clear to me,” he wrote af- 
terwards, “that if I. went down 
upon one knee and held the mast 
in the same position as the sol- 
dier holds his bayonet, I could 


force it down the caiman’s throat - 


should he come open-mouthed at 
me.” 

Plunging into the water, he 
ordered his helpers to pull the 
caiman towards the shore while 
he went down on one knee to 
steady himself against the pos- 
sible onslaught. 

Even he was forced to observe 


‘that he “felt somewhat uncom- 


fortable in this situation.” 
The actual story of the capture 
is best told in Waterton’s own 


words, “The people pulled the

caiman (to the surface; he 
plunged furiously as soon as he 
arrived in these upper regions, 
and immediately went below 
again on their slackening the 
rope. I saw enough not to fall in 
love at first sight. I now told 
them we would run all risks 
and have him on land immedi- 
ately. . 


“They pulled again, and out he 
caine. This was an interesting 
moment. 


“I kept my position firmly, 
hyde my eye fixed steadfast on 
™m. 


“By the time the caiman was 
within two yards of me J} saw 
he was in a state of fear and 
perturbation. I instantly dropped 
the mast, sprung up, and jumped 
on his back, turning half round 
as I vaulted, so that I gained my 
seat with my face in the right 
position. I immediately seized 
his forelegs, and by main force 
twisted them on his back; thus 


“He now seemed to have re- 
covered from his surprise, and 
hostile company he began to 
plunge furiously, and lashed the 
sand with his long and powerful 
tail. I was-out of reach of the 
strokes of it by being near ‘his 
head. He continued to plunge 
and strike and made my seat 
very uncomfortable. It must 
have been a fine sight for an un- 
occupied spectator. 

“The people roared out in 
triumph, and were so vociferous 
that it was some time before they 
heard me tell them to pull me 
and my beast of burden on to the 


shore. I was apprehensive the - 


rope might break, and then there 
would have been every chance 
of going down to the regions un- 
der water with the caiman.” 


Eventually, Waterton and his 
captive were safely landed. “It 
was the first and last time I was 
ever on a caiman’s back. Should 
it be asked how I managed to 
keep my seat, I would answer I 
hunted some years with Lord 
Darlington’s foxhounds.” 


A few years after Waterton’s 
return from South America the 
possibility of further explora- 
tions was brought to an abrupt 
end when his father died, leav- 
him an estate in Yorkshire. To 
this he retired and built a wall 
all round it to keep out intru- 
ders. 

He was not finished with wild 
life, however, for within this 
wall he established the world’s 
first bird sanctuary, spending 
the remainder of his life quietly 
studying the behaviour of the 
birds of his native countryside.

Thunder Scared 
Colt Into Winning 


One thing that makes the"Eng- 
lish Derby so popular is that 
almost always it produces a 
closely-run race in which ex- 
citement is kept alive until the 
runners reach the post. The vast 
majority of the “renewals of 
the Derby Stakes” are won by 
a length or less, which indicates 
how close is the standard of the 
leading classic colts each year. 

Of course, there are, exceptions 
—like Hard Ridden’s win a year 
ago and in a year when there is 
a particularly outstanding horse 
which is made a hot favourite 
his defeat is a sensation in itself, 
no matter how small the margin. 
In that respect alone the Derby 
of 1904 was sensational enough, 
for it brought about the com- 
plete eclipse of the favourite, a 
French horse named Gouver- 
nant, which finished last but 
one in a field of eight. 

But that is only part of the 
story. The winner, by the very 
comfortable margin of three 
lengths, was a 5-1 shot called 
St. Amant. Nothing particularly 
sensational in that, you might 


think, particularly as St. Amant, 


starting as favourite, had 
“walked away” with the 2,000 
Guineas by four lengths. 

But what does make this one 
of the strangest of all Derby 
stories is that St. Amant, for all 
his ability, probably owed his 
victory to a thunderstorm. A 
resounding clap of thunder just 
as the race was starting so scared 
him that he leaped out ahead of 
the field and was never caught! 

From the weather point of 
view, it was certainly one of the 


was so wet that Queen Alexan- 
dra, who had announced her in- 
tention of being present, decided 
to stay in London after all, and 
steady rain that had persisted all 
the morning developed into a 
downpour of almost tropical in- 
tensity as the runners began to 
parade. One critic noted that 
St. Amant looked as cool as a 
cucumber — an oddly signifi- 
cant remark in views of what 
was to happen a few minutes 
later. 

Because of the smallness of the 
field the pre-race preparations 
did not take long and there was 
still nearly half an hour to the 
“off,” the greater part of which 
was. spent parading around the 
paddock before an ever-dimin- 
ishing audierice, most of the 
crowd preferring the shelter of 
the stands. : 

So far, although ominous-look- 
ing clouds were hanging over 
the course, there was little sign 


about to break so suddenly and 
dramatically. St. Amant, brav- 
ing the rain, still looked uncon- 
cerned as the runners made their 
way to the start. 

It was now that the drama of 
the Derby began. Rumbles of 
thunder were heard in the dis- 
tance, and St. Amant’s demean- 
our changed immediately. Al- 
though he had drawn No. 3, his 
jockey, Kempton Cannon, was 
given permission to move over 
to the. outside.

was already a hopeless chase. 
With St. Amant, however, the 
effect was reversed. Had that 
peal come a second earlier he 
might have jumped into the 
tapes and become dangerously 
enmeshed. As it was, he saw 
the open course in front of him, 
and leaped away as though 
stung by a many-tailed whip. 
In no time he was clear of the 
field, and the gap steadily wid- 
ened, For a time it seemed that 
Coxswain, the 100-1 outsider, 
would be his nearest challenger, 
but with a mile to go St. Am-

“Welsher,” scores joined in the 
hunt. The clerk was caught 
when he stumbled, and when he 
faced the megistrates next day 
was sent to jail for a month. 
But the welshing book-maker, 
like St. Amant, was never 
caught. 

While all this was going on, 
Cannon, St. Amant’s jockey, was 
having an easy ride home, his 
chief task being to prevent his 
mount bolting when the thunder 
rolled and the lightning flashed. 
He was content to maintain his 
three-lengths lead over John 
o Gaunt, who in turn finished 
six lengths in front of St. Denis. 

Ironically, the storm passed as 
quickly as it had broken. There 
was @ last roll, as though to give 
encouragement, as St. Amant 
neared the post. Then, miracu- 
lously, the rain ceased, and by 
the time the horses returned to 
th paddock the sun was shining. 

St. Amant's easy victory was 
one of the rare occasions on 
which the winning jockey has 
not had to use his whip. It was, 
in fact, only the second time a 
Derby colt had led from start to 
finish. And it is a not-very-long- 
odds bet that it was the first 
time thunder and lightning had 
acted as a spur to the winner.

R.C.M.P. CHECK BOATS 
AT MOIRA LAKE 


On Saturday and. Sunday three 
members of the R.C.M.P. ‘were . on 
Moira Lake checking boats for 
licence and proper equipment. Many 
boats were inspected and _ their 
owners.were instructed to obtain the 
proper equipment. | 

By law, boats not exceeding 15 
tons, fitted temporarily ‘or perma- 
nently with 10 h.p. motors or more 
are required to be licensed. Such 
licences are obtainable, free of 
charge, at all Customs Offices in 
Canada and peace officers enforce 
the licensing regulations. 

Exempted boats include canoes, 
rowboats, small sailboats and power 
boats not exceeding 15 tons with 
motor under 10 h.p. However, owners 
of such eraft can obtain licences if 
they wish, or if local port rules de- 
mand it. Change in ownership re- 
quires new licensing. 

Regulations require licence num- 
bers t§ be in block characters at 
‘least three inches high on each bow 
of the vessel (port and = starboard 
sides) or on a board or boards perma-~ 
nently attached so that the number is 
clearly visible from each side of the 
vessel. Commercial and pleasure 
craft are covered by the regulations 
and)operators of boat-hiring busi- 
nesses should license and mark 
| their boats accordingly. (Failure to 


Lifesaving and fire fighting 
quirements for power-driven pleasure 
craft not over 18 ft. driven by a 
10 hp. or over motor, are: 

(a) One approved smal] vessel life- 
jacket or lifesaving cushion for eaci 
| person on board; 

(b) Two oars and rowlocks or two 
paddles; 

(c) One bailer or one manual pump, 
and 

(d) If equipped with an inboard 
motor, permanently fixed or built-in 
fuel tanks or a cooking or heating 
{appliance | that burns liquid or gaseous 
fuel, one’ Class Bl fire extinguisher.

The court said Rossellini must 
first get a Swedish court decision 
declaring Ingrid’s Mexican di- 
vorce invalid and then file for an 
annulment. Presumably, if Ros- 
sellini follows the court’s instruc- 
tions, at one point Ingrid will be 
legally’ married to husband No. 
1 in Sweden, No, 2 in Italy, and 
No. 3 in England.

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Chicago Papers 
Cover Royal Visit 


The powerful Chicago Tribune 
was known for its militant An- 
glophobia, when the late Col. 
Robert: Rutherford McCormick 
used to hurl editorial thunder- 
bolts from the 24th floor of the, 
Tribune Tower. Especially hos- - 
tile toward British aristocracy, 
publisher McCormick once de- 
clared that “to revolutionary 
Americans, who remember all 
kings as oppressors, the popu- 
larity of the crown in Britain 
is a mystery.” But when Bri- 
tain’s Queen Elizabeth and 
Prince Philip swept into Chica- 
go this week, making the only 
U.S. stop on their 44-day tour 
of Canada, The Tribune flutter- 
ed as excitedly as a debutante 
about to be presented at court. 

“We're smothering this thing 
in color stories,” a veteran Tri- 
bune reporter observed»as some 
30 Trib staffers fanned out to 
cover the royal party’s thirteen- 
hour visit. “I guess we've chang- 
ed as a newspaper.” 

Other Chicago papers seemed 
just as awed as The Tribune 
by the city’s first look at a 
reigning British monarch. “Chi- 
cago awaits its biggest week- 
end,” the tabloid Sun-Times 
shouted in a front-page banner 
five days before the Queen. ar- 
rived. The Daily News, report- 
ing on construction of the lake- 
side platform from which tne 
Qffeen would speak hér first 
words to the city, noted? ecstatic- 
ally that workmen’s hammers 
were beating out “a medley 
with an exciting refrain: “The 
Queen is coming! The Quean 
is coming !"*The American ran 
photographs showing what 
guests should wear to lunch and 
dinner with a Queen. And The 
Tribune itself quoted hotel 
manager Max Blouet (“Queen's 


- Host at Luncheon”) on how to 


behave in the presence of roy- 
alty. (“Speak quietly,” Blouct 
advised. “Listen carefully to 
what they say and answer in 
the same way.’’) 

Eager press agents supplied 
the papers with othe delectable 
details. The Ambassador East 
Hotel fed 21 selected reporters 
the identical four-course lunch 
the Queen and 400 guests would 
eat. Andy the Drake Hotel, 
though scheduled to share the 
limelight for only a half hour 
during a reception for the royal 
party, invited reporters to a dis- 
cussion about whether it would 
use antique or traditional silver 
in serving tea. 

By last weekend, some re- 
porters were beginning .to ques- 
tion whether the Queen’s visit 
was worth all the space it was 
getting. “You could have the 
biggest story of the week wrap- 
ped up in your hand,” one com- 
mented sourly, “and if it didn’t 
have a royalty angle, the desk 
would knock it down to a para- 
graph.” 

The Chicago papers, in fact, 
had run, features on such inci- 


calories in the Queen’s lunch 
(2,139), and the reactions of a 
chamber-maid assigned to tidy 
up the hotel suite in. which the 
Queen would freshen up. The 
Daily News even carried a com- 
ment on the Queen's table man- 
ners, in an interview with wal- 
ter Victor Jabenau, who had 
served her before at two meals 
in France. “She spills nothing, 
absolutely nothing,” he said. 

But on the great day itself, 
as the official motorcade whisk- 
ed by under the watchful eyes 
of newsmen, the resourceful 
Tribune figured out still another 
angle. It dispatched a reporter 
to stand by the elbow of Michi- 
gan-born chef Argante and re- 
port his frowns and flourishes 
as he cooked the Queen's lunch. 
To get its foot inside the kit- 
chen, The Trib already had run 
a four-column feature on the 
chef, who discussed his assign- 
ment in appropriately glowing 
terms. “This is a wonderful 
thing,” he said, “it {s almost like 
a World Series or a major oper- 
ation.”

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- Torfight, tomorrow or next 
week, you may be to blame for a 
traffic accident. If so, the odds 
are four to one that the cause 
will be a quirk of your personal- 
ity. . 

It may be only a brief mental 
lapse that would be perfectly 
harmless in some other situation. 


_ But while you're behind the 


wheel of a car that quirk can 
slow your reaction, hamper your 
judgment or blind you to the 
dangers of the road. 

This is no idle conjecture on 
the part of some armchair psy- 
chologist, but a fact which has 
established by patient 
teams of the traffic authorities 
and psy@hiatrists, working to- 


gether in Ontario and some parts - 


of the United States to uncover 


_ the basic causes of traffic acci- 


dents. 

Ontario’s investigators  esti- 
mate that as many as 80 percent 
of all automobile accidents — 
which, all told, kill more than 
3,000 Canadians annually — re- 
sult from motorists’ psychologi- 
eal quirks. Some of these are 
more than mere “quirks”. In 
Chicago, authorities of the Psy- 
chiatric Institute of the munici- 
pal court found that 40 percent 
of the city’s traffic violators have 
mental conditions serious enough 
to require psychiatric treatment. 

But it is not just the serious 
mental cases that these authori- 
ties are trying to detect and 
either cure or rule off the road. 
They stress that each of us is 
vulnerable to minor mental up- 


, sets which; on today’s busy high- 


ways, can be fatal. 

“The worst guy of the lot,” 
says Inspector Albert Witts of 
the Ontario attorney-general’s 
department, “is the man who 
tells himself he’s a good driver 
and has no quirks. This is the 
very attitude which may eventu- 
ally cause an accident.” 

Dr. J. W. Lovett-Doust of the 


ae a Psychiatric Hospital says 


ere is no n feel ashamed 
of the occasional tational act: 
“It merely proves you are a hu- 
man being.” But when even the 
most - understandable mental 
lapse is likely to cause trouble or 
death — as it is when you are 
driving — “the important thing 
is to recognize it and try to do 
something about it.”

Tillman studied 76 taxi drivers 
to see if the accident-prone ones 
had common personality traits. 
They had. While drivers with ac- 
eident-free records scored well 
on personality tests, two-thirds 
of the bad drivers showed up on 
the tests as anti-social, and all 
drivers with bad records were 


recklessly and

-troit’s Traffic Safety Clinic — 
a sort of psychiatric court --

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Jators it examined. Of these, only 
79 were people with no serious 
psychological problems. Ninety 
others were feeble-minded or 
borderline; 154 were of lower 


_ than average intelligence: and 


all the remaining 509 were suf- 
fering from such serious mental 
afflictions as psychoneurosis, 
senility, alcoholism, paranoia, 
disturbed personality or schizo- 
phrenia. 

The most alarming aspect of 
such findings is that there are 
presumably thousands of people 
across Canada who are permit- 
ted to drive while their /poten- 
tially dangerous afflictions go 
undetected, 


“Some day,” says Col. Rey- 
nolds, “we hope to be able to 
spot the accident-prone man 
when he applies for his license 
and-take steps to improve his 
driving.” 

Ontario has already made 
some progress in this directfbn. 
Both the applicant for a license 
and the traffic violator can be 
required to submit a  doctor’s 
ce ate attesting to his physi- 
cal or mental health whenever 
his ability to drive is questioned 
by the licensing authorities. 
These certificates, along with 
the man’s driving record (if 
any), are studied by a medical 
board whose members include 
a psychiatrist, a psychologist and 


’ a general practitioner. The board 


may recommend the withhold- 
ing of an applicant’s license or 
the suspension or cancellation 
of an existing license until the 
person’s condition is shown to 
be satisfactory. Ontario authori- 
ties admit that their system is 
far from thorough; in roufine 
examinations many potentially 
dangerous drivers are likely to 
escape detection. But the system's 
proponents hope it will be im- 
proved and extended as the re- 
sult of studies now being made 
by a special provincial govern- 
ment committee. 

So far, other provinces lak be- 
hind Ontario in this area of ac- 
cident prevention — though not 
through lack of interest. Quebec 
authorities have been discus- 
sing the idea of such a program 
but have not yet put one into 
effect. Alberta hopes to set one 
up_in the near future. Manitoba, 
though already conducting in- 
terviews with sub-standard driv- 
ers, does not subject them to 
psychological study. Other prov- 
inces recognize the need for psy- 
chological. examination of driv- 
ers but believe that their limited 
funds are better spent on such 
fundamentals as public eduta- 
tion and driver instruction.

Can‘t Get Teachers 
Without Cars ! 


On the southwest fringe of 
congested Harlem, New York 
City’s Public School 113 has 
a 33,600 sq. ft. playground, a mo- 
dest enough open space for 1,150 
children through sixth grade. 
Last month the board of educa- 
tion cut the playground by more 
than 10%. Instead of being filled 
with children next fall, 3,600 sq. 
ft. of the playground will be 
used by. teachers to park ten cars. 
The experiment — which may 
spread throughout the city — is 
founded on the notion that teach- 
ers will not work in car-choked 
New York City unless they can 
steam up to the schoo] in a car 
(rather than by bus or subway) 
and light as close to the door as 
possible, Since the board of edu- 
cation cannot pay enough to at- 
tract teachers (it is dropping 
900 teaching jobs in September), 
the theory is that easy parking 
may turn the tide. Explained a 
board spokesman: “Which is 
more important, 3,600 feet of 
playground space or more teach- 
ers?” *

These and other advanced 
scientific instruments, all prod- 
ucts of the growing ingenuity of 
Russian medicine, may soon be 
manufactured in the United 
Btates® The Rand Development 
Corp. of Cleveland announced 
last month that it has paid $50,- 
000 for a nine-month option to 
buy the designs of these and 
thirteen other kinds of Russian 
instruments. 

“If American surgeons think 
that these instruments are as 
good as they look,” Rand’s ener- 
getic president. H. James Rand, 
gaid recently after a visit to 
the Soviet Union, “we will pay 
$50,000 for the blueprints.” (Af- 
ter that, Rand says he will 
“rent” the rights from the So- 
viets for $50,000 a-year for ten 
years, and in turn will license 
these rights to American manu- 
facturers.) 


U.S. surgeons will geta chance’ 
to examine the instruments next 
September, when a Russian sur- 
geon and a technician will begin 
a ‘three-month demonstration 
tour of American medical 
schools, performing operations 
on animale, Many of the instru- 


.ments—like the surgical camera, 
are 


simply refinements on 
American devices. Both the 
suturing and the sleep machines, 
however, are radical departures. 

How does the Russian sleep 
machine work? 

Rand, who himself has been 
put to sleep by it, explained:? 
“This isn’t shOek therapy. There 
are no muscular contractions. 
Instead, a small amount of elec- 
tric current is pulsed into the 
brain to suppress certain wave 
patterns. In from a few seconds 
to twenty minutes, the patient 
falls asleep, and only intense 
pain will wake him while the

to see sixteen patients in a Rus- 
sian mental ward all wired up 
and fast asleep.” 

The sleep machine comes in a 
large model which treats sixteen 
patients at once, and a- small, 
one-patient model which looks 
like (and will cost about as 
much as) a transistor pocket 
‘radio, Besides quieting mental 
patients, Rand said, it may be 
used to soothe surgical patients 
under local anethetics just be- 
fore and after surgery. 


The suturing machine, Rand 
said, has been used in Russia 
with dramatic effect. Its speed 
and accuracy have been among 
its advantages which have en- 
abled Soviet surgeons to perform 
such daring operations as the 
grafting of a puppy’s head on 
the neck of a full-grown dog. 


“The Russians showed us mo-_ 


tion pictures of a woman whose 
hand was caught in a punch 
press,” Rand reported last week. 
“They amputated the hand, 
rinsed out alf the blood clots in 
a heart-lung. machine, refriger- 
afi it, and then stapled it back 
on. The woman, they told me, 
now plays the piano.” 


The stapler comes in 40 dif- 
ferent sizes and models, for such 
highly different organs as the 
blood vessels, nerves, lungs, and 
stomach, and was developed by 
the Russians during the war, ac- 
cording to Rand, because of a 
shortage of military surgeons: 
“Now, once an engineer has pre- 
pared the machine—and it takes 
about half an hour to do this— 
all the surgeon need do is push 
a button. This gives even a medi- 
ocre surgeon a gifted hand.” In 
major stomach operations, Rahd 
said, the stapler reduces the sew- 
ing time from about two hours 
to twenty minutes, and an add- 
ed advantage is that the metal 
staples do not irritate tissues as 
thread sometimes does. 


To Rand, who took along a 
prominent U.S. doctor on.each of 
his three trips to Russia, these 
surgical instruments are a result 
of “the tremendous amount of 
men and money the Russians 
put on a project. At the Insti- 
tute for Surgical: Instruments in 
Moscow, they have 400 experts, 
many of them both surgeons and 
engineers. In manpower, this 
would be equivalent here to an 
investment of about $15 million. 
When you put that amount of 
money into a problem, you are 
likely to come up with a solu- 
tion.” —From NEWSWEEK. 


Big Difference In. 
Sizes And Numbers 


Exactly 119 years ago on July 
4th a trim 207-foot wooden pad- 
dle steamer put out from Liver- 
sep for Halifax and Boston, The 
ittle vessel carried 63 passen- 
gers, mail and a soft-eyed milch 
cow whose job it was to have on 
tap nourishment for the ship’s 
passengers and crew. ; 


Prominent among the doughty- 
vessel’s passengers was a, mer- 
chant ship-owner of Halifax, 
N.S.’ When after 14 days and 
eight hours steaming the little 
ship reached Boston the Can- 
adian shipowner received pre- 
cisely 1,800 invitations to dinner. 
The little paddle-steamer was 
the Britannia and her promin- 
ent passenger was Samuel Cun- 
ard, the man who with this pio- 
neer voyage had introduced 
regular passenger and mail ser- 
vice on the North Atlantic.

63 travellers of July 4, 1840, the 
Gunard liners Saxonia and Syl- 
vania sailed from Montreal re- 
cently with 1,834 passengers.

The discussions and comments 
at the annual meeting clearly 
indicated that the Klondyke 
growers are confident they can 
more than hold their own 
through co-operative action and 
steadfast adherence to putting 
out a quality pack. 

Perhaps if more farm people 
would divert more of their atten- 
tion to doing a job at their own 
level instead of dissipating their 
energy worrying about the bogy 
of vertical intergration, the vari- 
ous elements in the trade chan- 
nels would find less need to try 
and integrate producer market- 
ing. * * * 

Horticulture scientists at the 
Michigan: State University are 
trying out a new way of plant- 
ing small vegetable seeds that 
may help farmers cut crop pro- 
duction costs. 

Small seeds, like those of let- 
tuce and cauliflower, are being 
imbedded in plastic strips. These 
strips are water soluble and 
wil dissolve in a few hours af- 
ter planting. 

Seeds are imbedded or folded 
in the strip at the desired inter- 
vals. Time and labor needed to 
thin or block out such crops 
would then be reduced. Usually 
with these small seeded crops, 
the planting rate cannot be pre- 
cisely controlled and the stand 
must be thinned after the plants 
emerge.

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Deadly Lightning 
Nature’s. Killer 


Since dawn, 
and his two brothers had been 
driving their tractors hard. They 
had 1,000 open acres to plow and 
harrow and plant in corn near 
Deerfield, Mich., and they ig- 
nored the mild thunderstorm and 
the passing sprinkle of rain, Les- 
lie’s tractor was pulling a four- 
bottom plow. His younger 
brother Robert was spreading 
fertilizer about 800 feet behind 
him. Oliver, the eldest, had just 
gone on an errand. 

Suddenly Robert felt a strange 
tingling in his body. Startled, he 
looked up and saw a puff of blue 
smoke coming from Leslie who 
was slumped on the seat of the 
tractor, his clothes on fire. Rob- 
ert rushed to get Leslie off the 
tractor and put out the flames. 
Leslie Mueller was limp. He had 
been struck by an unseen bolt 
of lightning. From that moment 
eight weeks ago, 32-year-old 
Leslie Mueller has been in a 
deep coma at the University of 
Michigan Medical Center. 


Capricious, powerful, and often 
deadly (it kills an estimated 180 
Americans a year), lightning can 
strike almost anywhere outdoors, 
in the middle of cities as in the 
most_ remote rural areas. Its 
ominous peculiarity is that it 
seeks ‘the shortest route between 
earth and clouds.

That He Is Headed for a Mental Illness,

Washington — Doctors hope 
some day to be able to predict 
whether your child will suffer 
mental ailment by simply giv- 
ing the youngster a reading test. 

And if they know a child is 
susceptible to mental illness 
scientists have a better chance 
of preventing its occurrence. 


The idea of using a reading 
test, a common educational tool, 
to fight mental disease is being 
studied by psychiatrists at the 
U.S. Public Health Service's In- 
stitute of Mental Health. It 
stems from two discoveries 
which point to a connection be- 
tween an unstable mind and 
trouble in understanding the 
printed word. 


The first is that juvenile de- 
linquents, many of whom are 
mentally disturbed, often have 
trouble reading. The difficulty 
usually is apparent before a 
child turns bad. 

The second involves a Mental 
Health Institute study of poor 
readers who live in a nearby 
Maryland county. It shows that 
instead of being scattered 
throughout the area, these 
youngsters are clustered in spe- 
cific neighborhoods. Psychia- 
trists say this indicates that 
there might be some unknown 
factor about life in these com- 
munities that triggers the read- 
ing difficulties. 


They explain, however, that 
,before they can spend time 
tracking down this unknown 


villain, ‘they must first. make 
sure that reading disability is a 
symptom of an impending men- 
tal affliction, They explain that 


reports which 


hie em iz, 
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show most. dis- 
turbed kids are poor readers 


don’t prove that most poor read- 
ers will turn out to be mentally 
disturbed or delinquents. 

To get the answer, a team of 
specialists, directed by U.S. Pub- 
lic Health Service psychiatrist 
Dr. Stanley F. Yolles, is keeping 
track of the school careers of 
§,000 Maryland youngsters, 
These kids live in the same 
county where PHS officials map- 
ped the location of poor read- 
ers. They will be graduated 
from high school in 1961. 


At that time scores on the 
reading tests they have taken 
throughout their school careers 
will be complared with their be- 
havior records. If the majority 
of poor readers are delinquents 
or have mental afflictions, doo- 
tors plan to launch a community 
investigation in an effort to find 
and eliminate the hidden cause, 


When applied on a nationwide 
basis, such action could have a 
tremendous effect in reducing 
the number of disturbed chil- 
dren. It should give psychiatrists 
more time to treat patients 
whose afflictions stem from 
other causes. For finding enough 
time to treat the thousands of 
patients seeking help is one of 
the biggest problems of psychia- 
trists. 

A PHS estimate of the num- 
ber of mentally disturbed kids 
alone who receive hospital care 
each year totals more than 270,- 
000. In addition are unknown 
numbers who receive therapy in 
a doctor's office. 

Dr. Yolles explains, “1 don’t 
think there is more mental ill- 
ness among kids today than 
there was in the past It’s just 
that we're Paying more atten- 
tion .to the problem than we 
did years ago. Therefore, you see 
more kids in clinical centers.”

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What troubles Dr. Yolles most 
about this situation is that dov- 
tors are having to spend valu- 
able time with kids who don’t 
need a psychiatrist. 

“We get a lot of kids these 
days,” he says, “who are not 
disturbed but disturbing. When 
you examine them, it’s hard to 
find evidence of a clear cut men- 
tal disease.” ; 

He believes many of these 
children could be handled just 
as effectively by social workers” 
and child welfare experts who 
specialize in helping problem 
kids. “Sometimes it’s their par- 
ents who need the treatment,” 
Dr, Yolles says. 

He explains that a child's 
troublesome behavior often 
stems from an unhappy situa-« 
tion at home. And in many 
cases, this situation is caused by 
misguided or neurotic parents, 
Once the parents are straight- 
ened out, he explains, the kids 
usually start to behave. 

That’s why Dr. Yolles and his 
staff have a clinic rule that par- 
ents always attend psychiatrie 
sessions with their kids. 

“You'd be surprised how much 
good this can do,” he explains. 
“When the family members start 
talking to each other frankly, 


- they often realize the mistakes 


they are making. Once this hap- 
pens, the problem is often 
straightened out in a short am- 
ount of time.” : : 
Sometimes, however, doctors 
discover that a child is so con- 
fused or upset that he shou d 
be classified as mentally ilL 
These patients usually require 
long-term individual sessions. 
It’s because of these seriously 
ill kids that Dr. Yolles believes 
psychiatrists should develup 
more therapy short cuts like the 
family treatment technique. He 
declares, “We need to devote 
more time to people who need

than social adjustment.”

It sticks to the leaves of trees 
with a fine, gummy string and 
in less than twenty-four hours 
the young tender leaves curl in- 
wards and look ready to die. 
That is when I go around with 
a special kind of spray that 
spells death for insects either in- 
side the house or out.”At least 
it stops any further damage by 
leaf-eating parasites.

Held To Ransom 


Birmingham-born Paul Lund, 
who now runs a small bar in 
Tangier, tells\a strange story of 
the Burma campaign in which 
He served, His column approach- 
ed a tributary of the Salween, 
the Nam Ting. There was only 
ene ford for several hundred 
miles, and they heard that it was 
commanded by a fort held ,by a 
chieftain, Tuk Tin, who levied 
tribute from everyone wanting 
to cross. 


The day before they reached 
it, Tuk Tin sent a messenger to 
the C.O. saying they couldn't 
cross it until they had paid 
30,000 silver rupees. If they tried 
to, he would open fire. 

The fort, on a hill, was big 
and solid enough to protect a 
whole populatioAi with their cat- 
tle and crops, overtopped by a 
turret. : 

The column’s artillery could 
have blown it to blazes, but our 
forces wanted to keep friendly 
with everyone, so in the end the 
C.O. settled for 20,000 rupees. 

When this was paid, and they’d 
crossed, Tuk Tin, »vho spoke 
pidgin-English, grew friendly 
and invited them into-his fort— 
a whole village with orange trees 
and hibiscus and roses in full 
bloom, with plenty of water 
brought down from higher up 
by aquaducts. He lived in a big 
stone house with the turret, 
where ke had four old water- 
cooled Gatling guns and enough 
ammunition, he said, to keep 
them firing continuously for 
twenty-four hours. 5 

This Chinese bossed several 
hundred people, mostly Shans. 
He’d arrived there ten years 
earlier and just “taken it over.” 
And before that? “I was a ste- 
ward on the Orient Line,” he 
said, 

“Right out there in untravel- 
led country,” Lund commented, 
“a Chinese holds up a British 
column for 20,000 silver rupees. 
You wonder how he comes to be 
in that outlandish place, running 
an old fort with antiquated wea- 
pons. And it turns out he was 
the bloke who took cups of: tea 
round to the passengers’ cabins 
a few years ago!” 

Proceeding no to Lu Fang, 
the column camé. across an old 
silver mine, and all round it the 
ground was littered with chil- 
dren’s skeletons, The children, 
bought up in scores, were work- 
ed till they died, then dumped 
there.

How Can I?

Q. How can I avoid unsightly 
blotches of white starch on 
dark-colored clothes?
